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In the innocence of this imaginative 
child évery fiction in time becomes a fact. 
A simple pride in family quaintness, in 
smugglers, and in swift riders to some 
foolish gallantries is part of this inno- 
cence; and the poet still endeaveurs to 
fashion lifé to an antique pattern. To- 
day he declares, “' há look backward 
upon my own writing, I take pleasure 
alone in those verses wheré it séems to me 
I have found some articulation of 
the Image, which is the opposite of all 
that [ am in my daily life.” Yet the 
deeds of any swashbuckler, as related in 
these pages, have only a grotesque exist- 
ence, as if seen upon a mirror of shadows. 
We are reminded ef some connoisseur who 
delicately feels, with all the dexterity of a 
nn, expert, an old grey sworá edge, 
lettered with heroic characters, and yet 
never dares to swing that sword to liberal 
use. His imagination is just whetted with 
the mere sensation of a finger touch—the 
mental delight in some adventure of the 
anti-self. 

The fine writing in these autobiographies 
—memeries of childhood in Sligo and Lon- 
don, and of early manhood am the 
late Victorians, Wilde, Henley, and Lionel 
Johnson—gives a sensuous delight. ~ Here 
is unfolded a lovely mélody, in which 
intellectual experiences and strange per- 
sonalities are revealed by memorable and 
pie phrasing; and at times one’s 

reath is taken away by a startlin - 
ture, produced, one feels, with delibefation 
to sum up a character. At times the 
Toc drops to gossip and to the perpe- 
tration of literary gossip,. which Wilde 
said “is no job for a gentleman’’’; yet, 
even so, this gossip is an endeavour at 
revelation, and many literary figures exist 
in these pages through picturesque rumour. 
They are impressions, not photographs— 
revelations of the author's mind. Through 
the image of his friends Dr. Yeats has 
shown himself more clearly. 

It is interesting to come upon this con- 
fession by the poet of “ The Wind Among 
the Reeds ” :— 

-Metrical composition is always very 
difficult to me; nothing is done upon 
the first day, not one rhyme is in its 
place; and when at last the rhymes 
begin to come, the first rough draft of 
a six-line stanza takes the whole day. 
At that time I had not formed a style, 
and sometimes a six-line stanza would 
take several days, and not seem 
finished even then. 

We have no concern with the workshop 
of the artist; sufficient for us to accept 
with gratefulness the precious articles 
offered; and from Dr. Yeats we have re- 
ceived many unniggardly and noble works.

A CRITICAL EXAMINATION. 


I” choosing Luigi Pirandéllo as the sub- 
ject of a critical study, Professor 
Starkie set himself a task which, as at 
the outset he must have realised, was 
fraught with manifold and peculiar difh- 
culties. In his preface and elsewhere in 
the book we find him alluding ta the 
intricacies of the dramatist’s personality 
and apologising for the contradictory 
statements and repetitions which he makes 
in the course 'of his treatise. We can 
pardon the contradictory element in the 
work, making allowatice fer the conflict- 
ing impressions which most of Piran- 
dello’s plays leave in their wake; but the 
book as a whole suffers heavily from 
constant repetition and redundancy. 
Lucidity often is sacrificed. 

Dr. Starkie has not written a bio- 
graphical study of Signor Pirandello. He 
has contented himself with analysing in 
an academic’ vein the plots and motivés of 
the plays, comparing the dramatist to an 
innumerable host of fellow-playwrights— 
Lilliputians in the art, in many instances 
—and finally to Mr. Bernard Shaw. He 
traces the effect of the “ futurists ” of the 
Marinetti school in developing the 
peculiarly morbid genius of the Sicilian 
dramatist, and he explains the dramatist’s 
relation to the writers of the ‘‘ teatro 
grottesco,’’ setting forth in turn and 
criticising the works of Luigi Chiarelli— 
whose play, “ The Mask and the Face.’’ 
was successfully preduced in London some 
years ago in an English translation. by 
C. B. Fernald—Luigi Antonelli and Rosso 
di San Secondo, In his chapter on Piran- 
dello’s Sicilian predecessors in the 
dramatic art Dr, Starkie illustrates the 
debt the dramatist owes to the playwrights 
Verga and Capuana, and the extent to 
which the writer's art approaches as an 
expression of Sicilian patriotism.

Floyd Dell is an American writer whose 
short stories and novels never have achieved 
the success on this side of the Atlantic which 
many consider that they deserve. It is true 
that they lack the subtle irony and analysis 
which»one finds so lavishly abundant in the 
works of his countrymen, Sherwood, Ander- 
son and Theodore Dreiser; but, on the other 
hand, his writing is never marred hy 
obscurities, and its chief characteristic is an 
idealistic originality. In his. latest. novel, 
“An Old Man’s Folly,” he takes as his 
central character Nathaniel Windle, an in- 
competent dieamer—direct antithesis to the 
Babbits of American middle-class 
fiction. Mr. Windle, with whose hum-drum 
career the first half of the book is concerned, 
seeks to re-create in the shape of two young 
people, Aun Elizabeth Landor, a Socialist 
girl-worker, and Joe Ford, a “hard-boiled” 
young newspaper man, his unfulfilled love 
affair and the lost dreams of his youth.

DUBLIN MISSIONARY ON 
TERROR IN CHINA: 


The following letter has béen received by a 
friend in Dublin from the Rev. Jehn Curtis, 
M.A., T.C.D., “Own Missionary ' in China 
oí Christ Church, Leeson Park. Dublin :— 

Kincora, Fuhning, Fukien, 
December 19, 1926. 

My pear F'g1enn,—It was very nice to get 
your letter, with Christmas wishes, a couple 
of days ago. It came at a time when we 
needed cheering, as, after avoiding all the 
troubles in China till. now, we were badly 
hit, and last week has done treméndous 
damage to our little town. You will have 
seen, perhaps, that the '“South ” have taken 
Foochow : two days before, on December 2nd, 
the bulk of the Fooehow garrison marched 
out of the North Gate of the city. We heard 
this by letter from Foochew on December 8, 
and wondered which of two or three roads 
they would take. . 

On December 10 we knew, that they were 
aiming fo pass through fs en route to 
Wenchow, in Chekiang; so the péople knew 
we were in for a dreadful ordeal, This day 
week the advance guard. came. Next day 
every woman who could fled from the city, 
and thousands of soldiers came in and were 
billeted in the temples, etc. On Tuesday 
more soldiers came, and our City Elders were 
shut up in the Yamen—pledges for the money 
that these commanders must have; Mean- 
while, the city had to preduce rice, wood, 
etc., efc., for the troops. On Wednesday still 
they came, and none moved on. The weather 
was very wet, 


PEOPLE TERRORISED. 

Then they began to catch all and sundry to 
carry their goods north, and évery house in 
the city and most shops were closed tightly, 
ong? being closed was an invitation to 
prowling soldiers to loot. The people dare 
not stir out to buy food: all men.weuld be 
caught, and the women had mostly scattered 
to the villages. Thither the city’s. bad 
characters followed, plundering and frighten- 
ing. Many fied to tho hospitals (mission) ; 
but really not very many, as they knew food 
would be scarce, and they are not at all sure 
now that the prestige of the foreigner will 
stand up against swarms of soldiers, who, 
they feared, might not be in hand. So that 
we have had 4 city of fear all the week. 

The soldiers in their billets are well dis- 
ciplined, but when they wander about -in

CARDINAL O'DONNELL AND 


THE MISSIONARIES. 
Presiding at.the annual meeting of ‘the 
Louth Branch of St. .oseph’s Society for 
Young Priests in Dundalk yesterday after. 
noon, Cardinal O'Donnell welcomed to their 
meeting the Right Rev. Dr. McSherry, 
Bishop of Justianopolis, who was a former 
Administrator of Dundalk. 
_““ At a time like this,” the Cardinal con- 
tinued, “‘ there is always something to spur 
us on, and that is so on this occasion. These 
days in great mission fields, perhaps the 
greatest mission field of all, the missions are 
threatened with the gravest of dangers. The 
conflict in China is up to the doors of the 
Maynooth mission to that vast country. We 
scarcely know. what has happened. We are 
anxious for the missioners, for the priests 
in China and in all parts of China, and we 
are more anxious for the nuns who are with 
the missions than for the priests. Nor do 
we ao! gid the con“-rta to the Catholic Faith 
throughout that vast Empire, or the catechu- 
mens or the poor little orphans in the 
schools, some of whom, if reports may be 
credited, seem already to have met with a 
sufficiently hard fate. 

“ Whatever befalls them, it is obvious that 
all danger to the mission only imposes upon 
us the duty of trying to pit more and more 
missioners in the field. e cannot afferd to 
have the number diminished. The call is to 
increase the numbers. The field is vast and 
the harvest is ripe, but the labourers, alas! 
are comparatively few.’’ 

The Most Rev, Dr. McSherry detailed the 
work that was being done in South Africa 
for the missions, and said that, despite great 
difficulties, he had 60,000 white Catholics 
in his diotese, and a like number of blacks 
who were converts to the faith. Many of his 
priests were Irish, and he was delighted at 
the good work that they were doing.

WOMAN'S DEATH IN AN

At the Cork Criminal Court yesterday; 
Judge Kenny sentenced William O'Connell, 
a former secretary of the Cork Town Tenants’ 
League, to twelve months’ imprisonment. in 
the second division for the fraudulent: conver- 
sion to his own use of £100, entrusted to him 


in November, 1925, by Miss Annie Bateman . 


as part payment of the purchase money of 
a house,-the purchase of which he had been 
negotiating. i 

The deposition of Miss Bateman, who had 
died -since the committal of the accused for 
trial, was read, in which she stated that, hav- 
ing had a dispute ‘with her landlord about an 
increase of rent, she joined the Town 
Tenants’ League. The accused offered to 
negotiate with her landlord for the sale of 
her house, and obtained £100 from her as a 
deposit. The sale was. not completed, and 
she never got the money back. 

Mr. Kelleher, Chairman of the Cork Town 
Tenants’ League, stated that the defendant 
had no authority to receive the monay, which 
was never paid into the funds of the League. 

The accused, giving evidence, stated that 
when he became secretary of the League it 
was in an insolvent condition. One week's 
subscriptions only amounted to about 10s. or 
15s., while the expenses amounted to £4 or 
£5, and the local banks had refused an ad- 
vance. With the £100 that he received from 
Miss Bateman he met one of the most 
ing claims on the League, and intended to re- 
furid the money as soon as the organisation 
was financially’ strong. He denied hav@g 
converted a penny of the money to his own 
use. 

The Judge. in passing sentence, said that 
the case of Miss Bateman was most tragic. 
She died in a madhouse@as a result of the 
conduct of the accused,‘ who had left her

Italy and England. 


A Lord Mayor of Cork, who was paying 
a private visit fo Dublin, forbade his secre- 
tary to address him as “Lord Mayor.” 
“Remember,” he said, “that I am 
travelling strictly infra dig.’’ In his talk, 
at Rome yesterday, with British and 
Italian journalists, Mr. Winston Churchill 
exhibited a like desire to be regarded as a 
simple citizen. It is true that Rome has 
welcomed him with an. acclaim which is 
denied to most tourists. The Pope has re- 
ceived him in private audience; Cardinal 
Gasparri has visited him at the British 
Legation; he has enjoyed conversations 
with Signor’ Mussolini and with Count 
Volpi, the Italian Minister for Finance; 
and yesterday the Chamber of Deputies 
gave a reception in his honour at the 
Parliament House.. When Mr. Churchill 
came to talk with the journalists, 
however, his anxiety to divest himself 
of his office as a Minister of the 
British Crown was wholly intelligible; 
for his subject—the only possible subject, 
if he was to talk at all—was of the utmost 
delicacy. Hé was required to analyse the 
genius and to estimate the achievement of 
a statesman, the darling of Italy, whose 
ideas of government are foreign to British 
ways of thought, whose methods of ad- 
ministration would not be tolerated in 
England for a single week. Mr. Churchill, 
however, fulfilled his task with admirable 
tact. He said nothing with which the 
average Englishman will not agree, nothing 
at which the most fervid Fascist will take 
offence. Without discussing the Duce’s 
methods, he explained them—from the 
Tfalian point of view—by two arguments. 
In ‘the first place, they have the 
‘‘ active and practical assent’’ of the 
mass of the Italian people. In the 
second place, less vigorous methods of 
organisation and suppression might have 
failed to rescue Italy from that grip of 
Communism in which Signor Mussoiini 
found her, already half-strangled, wheu 
he marched to Rome. Fascism was a 
“ necessary antidote to the Russian virus.” 
Mr. Churchill seemed to hint that not in 
Italy alone its weapons might be justi‘ed 
as “a last measure of protection.” 

If the future relations between Italy 
and England are to be untroubled, each 
must try to understand the other’s 
national genius; and so Mr. Churchill’s 
statement may be of service to both. The 
fact that Signor Mussolini’s . methods 
would be outrageous in England is, in 
itself, no valid argument against their 
application to Italy. In England auto- 
cracy is an unnatural form of government ; 
in Italy it is a national tradition. The 
citizens’ rights are sacred in England; in 
Italy they have been subordinate always 
to the real or fancied interests of the 
State. No Italian ruler has been executed 
or deposed, like Charles I., merely because 
he was a despot, though many have 
perished because they were bad despots. 
In England free citizens, acting in 
spontaneous accord, killed the menace of 
the general strike; in Italy the people 
were helpless against Communism until 
their will. to resist it was concentrated in 
the person of a dictator. In England 
freedom has broadened slowly down from 
precedent to precedent; in Italy the 
proudest and most prosperous periods of 
history have been periods of autocracy, and 
régimes of democratic liberty have brought 
disaster and humiliation in their train. 
Signor Mussolini has violated every law 
of democratic liberty as this “century 
understauds it. -He has extinguished 
all forms of popular government; he has 
suppressed all freedom of printing and

Mr. Blythe tells us, however, 
that, when the election is over and the 
new National Loan has been floated, a 
better system will be adopted by the 
Government. Part of the proceeds of 
the National Loan will be used as 
advances to local authorities for a period 
of thirty years, to be devoted to the com- 
pletion of housing schemes; and the 
Minister hopes that his plan will be in 
full swing throughout the Free State 
before this time next year. Hitherto 
only the fringe of the housing problem 
has been touched. Hundreds of thousands 
of Free State citizens, not only in Dublin, 
but in all parts of the country, are unable 
to find proper housing accommodation ; 
and there is a wicked traffic in so-called 
“flats,” which are let at the most ex- 
orbitant rents. If the Government can 
remedy this condition of affairs, it will 
deserve well of the people. We cannot 
get regret, however, that the promised 
reforms have been post-dated until after 
the election. 

The Agricultural Credit Corporation, 
which has been recommended by the Free 
State Banking Commission, will be brought 
into being before the election, and appa- 
rently will be at work within the next 
The extension of long-term 
will make an 
difference their economic 
status. Hitherto many of them have 
been living from hand to mouth, depend- 
ing entirely for their finance on short- 
term loans. As soon as they are in a 
position, as it were, to fund their 
liabilities, they will be relieved of a 
thousand pressing worries and will be 
able to give their undivided attention to 
their industry. Of course, the grant of 
long-term credit is not enough. The 
farmer’s most formidable handicap is high 
taxation; and, unless Mr. Blythe gives 
him some measure of relief in the coming 
Budget, he will continue to have a very 
substantial grievance. In his speech yester- 
day Mr. Blythe asserted that the Govern- 
ment had held the scales evenly between 
agriculture and manufacturing industries ; 
but there are few farmérs who will agree 
that its policy of protective tariffs has 
not placed the “former at a heavy dis- 
advantage. The Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture said very truly that the 
principle of subsidies was unfair to the 
general taxpayer, and that, furthermore, 
it was bad business. Precisely the same 
remark can be applied to tariffs. They 
subsidise a handful of manufacturers at 
the expense of the whole community, and, 
by increasing his overhead charges, reduce 
the farmer's margin of profit. The new 
Agricultural Credit Corporation, un- 
doubtedly, will be. of enormous assistance 
to him in his efforts to recapture the 
British market; but while the Govern- 
ment persists in its tariff experiments— 
“selective’’ or otherwise—his best en- 
deavours will be hampered at every turn.

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A Fisheries Conference. 


Mr. Fionan Lynch, Minister for 
Fisheries jn the Irish Free State, has 
summoned at last the conference on. sea 
fisheries which has been promised so long 
and needed so much longer. The terms 
of reference are wide. The delegates are 
asked to recommend a scheme for the 
reform of the fishing industry, and the 
Minister promises the most careful con- 
sideration of their proposals. One en- 
couraging aspect of the conference is its 
representative character. Wisely the 
Fisheries Department has called into con- 
sultation, not the fishermen alone, but 
curers, salesmen, retail merchants and 
transport experts. Hereby is manifested 
a realisation of the fact that the fisheries, 
to be developed, or even saved, must be 
treated as if preparation for market and 
transport thereto were as vital a part of 
the industry as the catching and landing 
of the fish.. We have pointed repeatedly 
to the lack of rapid transport from the 


as one of the prime difficulties by which 
the fishermen are beset. Something more 
than a mere improvement of existing 
transport services is needed. Further 
trains may be run on the railroad, a new 
motor lorry route may be opened, and 
yet no appreciable improvement may be 
effected. The presence of the director of 
the transport branch ef the Department 
of Industry and Commerce on the Com- 
mission offers, perhaps, prospect of far- 
reaching suggestions for the co-ordination 
of existing transport services and the 
institution. of courageous new services, 
such as fast sea transport from fishing 
ground to market. Curers and salesmen 
may recommend important improvements.

Annesley, in the peerage of the United King- 
dom, and premier Baronet of Ireland, was the 
elder son of the Hon. Arthur Annesley and 
Flora, daughter of Lieutenantolonel James 
MacDonald, and in 1865 he succeeded his 
Ean He was educated at the Royal 
Military Academy, Woolwich, and entered 
the 10th Hussars in 1864. He served as 
A.A.G. with the Yeomanry Cavalry in South 
Africa, and was mentioned in despatches. 
Lord Valentia had sat as Conservative 
mem 
High Steward, Oxford; Comptroiler of the 
Household to Queen Victoria and King 
Edward VII., and had been a Lord-in-Waiting 
to the present King. In 1878 he married 
Laura Sarah, daughter of the late Mr, Daniel 
Hale Webb, of Wykeham Park, Oxfordshire, 
and widow of Sir Algernon William Peyton, 
fourth Baronet. His eldest son, the Hon. 
Arthur Annesley, was killed in action in the 
Great War. He is succeeded by his second 
sar] the Hon. Caryl Arthur James Annesley, 


The late Viscount Valentia was descended 
from Sir Francis Annesley, who held many 
high offices in. Ireland, and in 1620 .was 
created a Baronet. In the following year he 
received. a reversionary grant. of the then 
existing Irish Viscounty of Valentia. He gave 
public offence to the Lord Deputy of Ireland 
(Lord Strafford) in 1635, was tried, found 
guilty, and sentenced to deprivation of mili- 
tary rank and to be shot or beheaded at the 
pleasure of the General. The capital punish- 
ment was*not carried out, but he underwent 
a long imprisonment in Dublin Castle. 

The Times says :—Lord Valentia had béen 

a well-known figure in thé world of politics, 
sport and society for more than half a 
century, “With Oxfordshire and Oxford he 
was closely associated throughout his adult 
life. Married to an Oxfordshire lady, he 
made his home at Bletchington, and devoted 
himself to public service. e was an active 
country magistrate, was High Sheriff. in 
1874, and. subsequently Chairman of “the 
County Council. A better Chairman could 
not have been found. Firm, but con- 
ciliatory, Lord Valentia had a large fund of 
common-sense, and was an excellent man of 
business, 
__ In 1895, however, he was called to a wider, 
if not more important, sphere of duty. Hav- 
ing contested the Midland Division of the 
county in 1685, he was invited in 1895 to 
contest the city. He was returned by a 
substantial majority, and held the seat 
safe for the Conservative Party until his 
elevation to the peerage of the United King- 
dom in 1917. He proved himself an ideal 
representative, for what he was wont to 
describe as ‘‘an ideal constituency.” He 
had no gift of oratory, but he was assidions 
in the discharge of his Moties at West- 
minster, and quickly established a position 
as one of the most popular and least Bh ain cia 
members of the House of Commons. 

‘The Viscount,’’ as he was affectionately 
termed in the House and in his constituency, 
was not a ‘‘ politician’ in the uncomplimen- 
tary sense in which the term is frequently 
used, but he was a loyal and highly valued 
member of the Conservative Party. 

Accustomed to hounds from his boyhood, 
Lord Valenfia was naturally whip to the 
Regimental Harriers when the 10th Hussars 
were stationed at Cahir, and was afterwards 
Master and Huntsman of the Dundalk Har- 
riers. On the death of Sir Algernon Pey- 
ton in 1872, he accepted the unanimous in- 
vitation to take up the Mastership of the 
Bicester, and his rule is still remembered as 
prosperous and wise. He will also. be re- 
membered for his long and practical know- 
ledge of polo, of which he was one of the 
pioneers in England.

The Bank Rate. 


A considerable : number of City men 
gathered outside the Court Room of the 
Governors of the Bank of England to-day 
in the full expectation that there would 
be an altération in the Bank rate, but 
no change was made. In Lombard street 
the opinion had been held that thera 
would be no reduction, in view of the 
failure of the Bank of England to secure 
the bulk of the one million pound Caps 
gold market and the steadiness of the 
money rate in New York. Since the 
restoration of the gold standard the Bank 
of England has lost £5,012,000 on balance. 
On the other hand, last week’s Bank 
return showed that the stock of gold was 
eight million pounds higher than at this 
time last year, while Continental gold 
exchanges’ lately have been moving in 
favour of this country, due partly to the 
easier tendency in money abroad.

Dealings 
in the new loan began this morning, 
members of the Stock Exchange arriving 
early to start business, and the first 
transactions took place at 9.50 a.m., quite 
an hour before the usual official opening. 


A Liberal Recival. 


Yesterday Mr. Augustine Birrell 
keeping his birthday, and last night he 
made a most interesting speech, expressing 
faith in the future of: Liberalism, while 
to-day the name of Mr, Tan Macpherson 
is mentioned as the probable successor of 
Sir Matthew Nathan in the Governeurship 
of Queensland.

They had not accom- 
plished everything—their successors would 
not be able to do everything that had to 
be done—but they. could take credit for 
having done a good couple of years’ work 
in the time available for the ordinary work 
of government. 


BARLEY-GROWING. 


Mr. . Hogan said that anyone who gave 
thought to the subject realised ‘that bad 
times followed the inflation of a great war 
period. It was unfortunate that the period 
of after-war depression coincided with 
their first years of self-government, but he 
was sure that right-thinking people would 
assign the right’ reasons for that depres- 
sion. The bad times were not. the result 
of self-government ; but as a result of self- 
government they had been able to do a 
considerable amount to allay the effects of 
the depression. | 

He did not believe that there was any 
future for barley as a cash crop. - The 
growing of Irish wheat and oats ceased 
to be profitable on the adoption of free 
trade in England. The price of barley 
was kept up by the accidental fact that 
it was required by Irish breweries and 
distilleries. ‘Now the change that came to 
wheat and. oats forty years ago was come 
to barley. The breweries and distilleries 
were using less,.and cheaper barley was 
now coming in from other countries. 

Barley-growing for cash would not pay 
the Irish farmer in the future. It was, 
however, sownd. policy to grow barley. for 
feeding and to sell a small proportion of 
the best of the crop for cash. The man 
engaged in mixed farming, who bred his 
own cattle and kept sheep and pigs, had 
come off best in the depression of the last 
three or four. years. 


BRIGHTER OUTLOOK. 


Last year the teturn to the gold 
standard in Great Britain and the mineys’ 
strike had been. special factors bringing 
down agricultural prices. ~ Those had now 
disappeared, . and, while hesitating to 
prophecy, he was inclined to think that 
the Irish farmer was over the worst of the 
bad times..

' Last‘night agreement was reached on the 
terms of a staridard form of charter for 
shipping to load wheat in Australia. The 
difficulties which arose on this matter have 
interrupted -trading since the end of 
October. The terms have been under dis- 
cussion between the Documentary Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Shipping and the 
merehants. for about a year. By the 
autumn the questions at issue had been 
narrowed down to two main points. One 
of these was whether the stevedores who 
load the ships should be appointed by the 
shipowners or the merchants. By the 
present agreement the charterers—i.e., the 
merchants—are given the right to appoint 
the stevedores, ‘but there ‘is a provision 
which will enstre that the shipowners shall 
not. be called upon to pay any unduly 
heavy charges. The second chief point at 
issue was, whether the: agents or the ship- 
Owners at the loading ports should be 
appointed by the owners or the charterers. 
Here, again, there is compromise. The 
‘question is left to be settled at the time 
of the nevothation of the business. A 
blank ‘space is left in thé ¢élause for in- 
sertion. of the name of the firm mutually 
agreed.

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IRISH-BRED RABBITS 
” DEMAND, 
(FROM OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

Judging from the number .of - inquiries 
which: have been received by established 
breeders of rabbita for fur, this branch of 
the live stock industry has a future before it 
in Ireland. It is specially suited to small 
holders ; and the extent to which it has found 
favour was strikingly demonstrated at Brad- 
ford yesterday, when: fur rabbit breeders 
from most parts of Great Britain and some 
from Ireland attended the opening of an 
important conference and show. 

tn England the importance of this source 
of fur production has been recognised by the 
Department of Agriculture and Fisheries ap- 
pointing four men to deal with it. Here it 
seems to be officially regarded more as a 
hobby -than a’ serious occupation, and t 
Irish ‘Fur and Wool Breeders’ Association 
has had an uphill task in organising those 
interested in its -devolpment. 

DEMAND FROM NORWAY. 

Three months ago, the Chief Live Stock 
Officer of the Norwegian Government, when 
visiting the Irish Free State, got into touch, 
with a prominent breeder of fur rabbits in 
Dublin. and made certain’ inquiries... As a 
result of this officer’s report, the President 
of the Irish Association has received a nura- 
ber of letters from Ngrway asking for 
Chinchillas, Blue Beverens, and Havanas. 
These rabbits are bred on quite a large scale 
in England, but, owing to the ontbreaks of | 
foot-and-mouth disease which have occurred 
there, Norway has put an embatgo. on 
English live stock, Mis is.

THE FIRST CHAIRMAN. 

Sir Andrew Rae Duncan, M.A., LL.B., has 
accepted the position of Chairman ‘of the 
Central Electricity Board, constituted under 
the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1926. 

lt is understood that the other members of 
the Board—six in number—avill be appointed 
before the .re-assembly of Parliament, on 
February 8th. 

As was made clear during the debate on 
the bill, the’ Government desires the Board 
to be composed of business men. Any scheme 
that they. will have to deal with will 
have tó be drawn up by the Electricity 
Commissioners, who are acknowedged to be 
the foremost technical experts of the country, 
and it will be the task of the new Board 
to examine the proposals from the business 
point of view. A technical body to review 
the work of a similar body is not regarded 
ias being necessary, and the business and 
organisation aspects vital to the success of the 
new electricity scheme wil! be the sole con- 
cern of Sir Andrew and his colleagues. 

The salary of the new chairman is not dis- 

, but it is said to be less than £10,000 
a year—u figure which has been frequently 
mentioned in connection with the post. - 


CHAIRMAN'S CAREER. 

Sir Andrew Duncan, who was born forty- 
two years ago at Irvine, Ayrshire, has held 
_several important administrative posts, He

Referring to the subject of unemployment, 
he said that he hoped we would witness this 
year a substantial improvement in the posi- 
tion, but there was no immediate prospeet of 
a return to normal. The great staple indus- 
tries on ‘whith the prosperity of the nation 
denended were producing less than they did 
hefore. the war, some of them substantially 
less, The countryside, on which the vigour 
and security of the nation in peace and war 
so largely depended, was wilting. They 
would find there the greatest waste of our 
national resources, economic and human. Our 
traffic conditions were hopelessly inadeqhate, 
ang rapidly becoming worse; roads were the 
first essential equipment of life and livelihood 
in every civilised community.

One Fan the Minister said, had sug- 
gested that, the border regulations should be 
abolished.

Dealing with the suggestion ‘that Commis-

place of public bodies, Mr, Blythe said that 
the appointment of Commissioners was an 
exceptional measure where particular diffi- 
culties had arisen, or where there was de- 
finite mal-administration. He did not think 
that the Commissioner system, as it stood, 
could be set up permanently anywhere, It 
was quite possible. that .new methods of 
doing business by public bodies would be an 
improvement, and that was a matter for 
examination.

With 
them were Henry Crabb Robinson, George 
Birkbeck, the founder of mechanics’ in- 
stitutes; George Grote, the banker, and his- 
torian of Greece; Joseph” Hume, Zachary 
Macaulay, father of the historian; James 
Mill. father of John. Stuart Mill, who vas 
one of the first students to be enrolled; and 
Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, the first Jew to re- 
ceive a title from the British Crown.

JUDGE AND SURPRISING WILL- 


MAKING. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 


SPECIA VRY 

The hearing concledéd of the will suit in- 
Volving assets valued at bétweer £40,000 and 
£60,000, after a four days’ trial. 

The action concerned the estate of John 
‘Kennedy, a farmer, of Pass, Clonmel, who 
died on 23rd December, 1924, at the age of 
eighty years, having made a will on 17th 
December, 1924, and a codicil oh 2ist Decem- 
ber, 1924. The plaintif, Mrs, Hanna Quinn, 
of Quay House, Clonmel, brought the action 
to have this will and codicil condemned on 
the usual statuto grounds. She also 
alleged undue influence against James 
Heeney, junior, of Rockview, Cashel. The 
plaintiff further asked the Court to admit a 
will of 18th April, 1917, 

The defendant’s were Bridget Moran, New 
street, Carrick-on-Suir, and Maria Kennedy, 
Pass, Clonmel. sisters of the testator. 

It appeared that the testator and his 
brother, Thomas, weré farmers, who had 
lived at Pass for a number of years: They 
were both bachelors, and had made separate 
wills, each leaving al) his property to the 
other. 

Thomas died in November, 1924, and all his 
property, Valued at about £30,000, went to 
John. About a month later John died, and, 
under the earlier will left by him, all his 
property was bequeathed to his brother. A 
further . will, however, was made on 17th 
December, some days before his death, but 
this will only disposed -of his lands, and 
there was ah intestacy as regards the money, 
valued at about £40,000. This portion of 
the estate went equally, therefore, between 
his next‘of-kin—namely, his four sisters. 
The will of 1924 was written by one of the 
relatives on a sheet of notepaper, and was As 
follow :—‘'I, John Kennedy, leave Kilfeacle 
and all other lands thereon to my nephew, 
James Heney, junior, as it was the wish 
of my brother, Thomas Kennedy. I leave 
all my other lands to my nephew, James 
Moran.” The codicil bequeathed £500 to the 
Most Rev. Dr. Hackett, Bishop of Water- 
ford, towards the erection of a Catholic 
Curate’s house in Powerstown. 

The allegation of undue influence against 
James Heney was denied, and the other 
contentions against the will of 1024 were also 
disputed. 

Mr. Kenneth Dockrell, K.C.; Mr. Joseph 
O'Corinor, K.C.; Mr. W. G. Shannon, K.C., 
and Mr. Paul McCarthy (instructed by Mr. 
Thomas F. O’Brien) appeared for the Face 
lif; Mr. Patrick Lynch, K.C.; Mr. Hubert 
Hamilton, K.C., and Mr. Eugene Sheehy 
(instructed by Mr. J. J. O'Shee) for the de- 
fendants; Mr. Albert. E. Wood, K.C.; Mr. 
John M. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. Martin 
Connolly (instructed by Mr. Nicholas F. 
Maher), for James Heney, an intervenient; 
and Mr. Edmund Lupton, K.C., and Mr. F. 
Bacon (pace by Mr. J. F. Buggy) for 
James Moran, another intervenient. 

In support of the will of 1924 evidence 
was given by Dr. Crean and a number of 
trained nurses, who had attended testator in 
his last illness, to the effect that he was 
clear and intelligent, and knew what he was 
doing. 

Mr. Jatnes Heney, junior, was examined 
in detail, and denied that he had exercised 
shy influence over the testator. He added 
that the old man had frequently expressed o 
desire to leave him Kilfeacle farm, this being 
the Wish of the testator’s brother, Thomas 
Kennedy, who had formerly owned it. 

The Rev. Philip Cusack, F.P., Powers- 
town, who attended the testator, also testi- 
fied as to his mefital capacity. 

Thomas . Doherty, who acted as land- 
steward for the Kennedy family, described 
the testator as being “a shrewd business 
man.”’ 

On the other side, evidence was given. by 
Mrs. Hanna Quinn, who stated that Mr. 
Heney had told her. after the will was 
made, and before the testator’s death, that 
the testator had remembered all his nephews, 
but she found when she read the will that 
the only people mentioned in it were Mr. 
Heney himself and Mr. Moran. | 

Mts. Mary Croom, who wrote the will, 
said that she did só at the dictation of Mr. 
Heney. 3 Ee 

James J. Moran, one of the beneficiaries 
mentioned in the will, described some inci- 
dents before the will was signed by the testa- 
tor. when there was an argument between 
himself and Mr. Heney as to its provisie ts. 
Witness told Mr. Heeny that if he did not 
mention that he (Moran) was to get a par- 
ticular farm he would not allow the will to 
be signed. : 

At the close of the evidence on both sides, 

Mr. Dockrell asked for a direction con- 
demuing the will and codicil on the grounds 
that they were ay tee by persons who 
respectively took a benefit, an that these 
persons had not removed by evidence the 
suspicion which is attached in law to such a 
transaction; secondly, that, the codicil having 
been signed by the testator as a marksman, 
the propounders had not discharged by 
évidence the additional burden of proof which 
was cast upon them by reason of such ¢ir- 
ciimstances ; and, thirdly, on the und that 
there was evidence that the testator was not 
of sound mind, memory and understanding: 

Mr. Justice Sullivan refused the applica- 


tion. 

Mr. Lynch asked for a, direction that there 
was nu evidence of unde influence against 
James Heney. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that there was no 
evidence that Mr. Heney had any coercive 

wer over the testator, or that, even if 
ie had, he exercised it.

ACTION BY CORPORATION OF - 


DUBLIN. 

(BEFORE MA. JUBTIC MNSTON. 

The ha was panied Hí sag" “a of 
the Dubhn Corporation v. Ryan, in which 
the Corporation claimed a declaration for all 
fishery rights on the Liffey. ftom the weir 
at Island Bridge to Bloody Bridge, and in- 
cluding the Salmon Pool; also that their 
lessees, licencees and assistants are entitled 
to fish in thé Salmon Pool or elsewhere in 
such watérs within 200 yatds of the weit. 
The defendatit, George Ryan, a lessee of the 
Corporation, is $ as hdélding uhder tho 
current lease of thd fisheries mentioned, lhe 
Soard of Conservators of Fishefiés in 
Ireland (Dublin District) are also sued as de- 
fendants as claiming that the Corporation. by 
their lessees, licencees or assistants, had no 
right to fish for salmon in the Salmon Pool 
within 200 yards of the weir at all seasopable 
times, or at all. Richard Claude Cane was 
sued as representing the class consisting of 
the owners of several fisheries above the weir, 
and John H. Brown and Albert E. Wood. 
nut as representing the class who fish with 
rods above atid below the weir. 

Mr, Wood, K.C.; Mr. Rice, K.C., and 
Mr, P. White (instructed by Mr. Ignatius 
J Rice) appeared for the Corporation ; Mr. 
J, Russell (instructed by Messrs. W. J. 
Shann and Co.) for George Ryan; Mr. 
Jellétt, *K.C.; Mr. Phelps, K.C., and Mr. M. 
Binchy (instructed by Messrs. Gerald Byrne 
and Co.) for John H. Brown, Albert Wood. 
nut and’ the Board of Conservators; Mr. 
Leonard, K.C., and Mr. Kingsmill Moore 
(instructed by Méssis. Carruthers and 
Gamble) for Colonel Claude Cane; and Mr. 
Bewley, K.C., and Mr. McGuckin (instructed 
by the Chief State Solicitor) for the Attorney- 
General. 

Mr. P. H. McCarthy, C.E., was examined 

for the plaintiffs as to the condition of the 
weir and Salmon Pool. 

Thomas Godden, Lucan; Charles Gunning, 
Island Bridge, and George Clifden, all gave 
evidence for the plaintiffs as to the mannet 
of fishing carried ont in the Sdilmon Pool 
for the past fifty years. The witnésses stated 
that a t was started from the boat slip, 
went around the fish pass and the edge 
of the He atid back again to the fish pass, 
when the net was drawn and any saimon 
caught brought to the fish pond. The system 
of fishing g de bee fifty years ago had not 
changed. All during the past half century 
the Belson Pool was fished with boats and 
nets.

£275 DAMAGES. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA ANDO A 
GOMMON JURY. 

The hearing Was cdielud of ah action 
for damages for persona) injuries brought by 
John Butler, painter, 8 High street, Wex- 
ford, against William N. White, Custonis 
Officer, Waterford, and Messrs. Godkin and 
Co,, Litd., grocers and bakérs, Wexford. It 
was stated that Mr. White was riding a 
métor bicycle in Anné street, Wexford, on 
Februaty 15 last, and a van of the other 
defendants was being driven in the same 
direction. Thé motor cyclist was overtaking 
thea van, when the latter, as alleged, turned 
in such a way that the cyclist, in order to 
avoid a collision with it, turned also and 
collided with and knocked down the plaintiff, 
who was walking on the footpath. Plain- 
tiff’s left leg was fractured, and his body 
lacerated and bruised, and he was seventy- 
two days in hospital. The defendants de- 
nied negligétice, and there was also a plea 
of contributory negligence on the part of 
the plaintiff. 

At the close of the plaintiff's case, 

Counsel on each side asked for a direc- 
tion. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that, so far as 
Mr. White was concerned, he thought there 
was some evidence to go to the jury for 
determination. With regard to Godkin and 
Co., he was of opinion that there was no 
evidence to go to the jury, and he gave a 
direction in their favour. 

The jury found that the defendant, White, 
was in part guilty of negligence, and assessed 
damages at £275.
